The Royal Tour.—The welcome given to the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall at Cape 'l'own on Monday was 


imposing and enthusiastic. 'The decorations were lavish 
highly effective, and the arrival of the Royal visitors 
was favoured with Their Royal 


ignificent weather. 

Highnesses landed at Mindaetotra at half-past ten, and 
were received by the Governor, the Ministers, the Admiral, 
and the General commanding. A thousand Bluejackets 
formed the guard of honour and linel the route to the 
station. Sailors drew Their Royal Highnesses’ carriage, 
und Marines held the ropes attached behind in order to 
serve as a brake down hill. The train left Simonstown at 
eleven, and arrived at Cape Town at noon. At the station 
was a quadrangle composed of tiers of seats filled with 
a fashionable throng of between’ three and four thousand 
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persons. The Mayor, attended by the municipal Mace- 
bearer, and surrounded by the Town Councillors, presented 
an address of welcome. 


The Duke was very happy in his speech of thanks. 
The great reception accorded to the Duchess and himself 
had evidently touched him. 
Royal Highness said that the whole community fervently 
prayed for the end of the lamentable struggle. “ You have 
had to make great sacrifices,” he said. ''Many of your 
dear ones have fallen in the service of the King and the 
Empire. To allwho have suífered bereavement we offer 
our heartfelt condolence.” 


Cape Town has during the past two years steadily 
crept into fame, and created public interest by its sterling 
loyalty and devotedness to South African commercial 
instincts.

Montenegro.—The country on the eastern shore of 
the Adriatic which We/are accustomed to call Montenegro, 
or the “ Black Mountain," is usually supposed to derive 
its name from the lack forest of pines which once clothed 
its grey limestone rocks, ^ From the western half of the 
country, Which composed the original principality, all 
vestiges of wood have long since disappeared, and tLe sea 
of stones which meets the.eye of the traveller in every 
direction cannot by any stretch of language be called 
dark. it has therefore been suggested that the mountain 
took its titie from the “Black Prince," or Crnoievic, who 
founded a Montenegrin dynasty in the fifteenth century. 
Never ‘has breathed a race of mightier mountaineers.” 
The history of these mountain peasants is the history of 
their struggles for existence, They are a brave people 
descended from the aristocracy of ancient Servia, and you 
may easily detect in the exquisite manners a proof of their 
aristocratic lineage. The Montenegrin is the exact opposite 
of the Bulgarian, < 


A Most Eventful Period in their history was from 
from 1782 to 1870, for it witnessed their gallant resistance 
to Austria, Peter I. was the first Montenegrin ruler who 
inde Europe recognise the growing importance of his 
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mall mountain state. Even England did not scorn to | 
‘cept and even to solicit his aid. He was energetic and | 
able, bold in war, and persuasive in the council-chamber. | 
His rude, untrained forces held the armies of the great 
Napoleon in cheek, and he resembled the famous French 
Emperor in the efforts which he made to urganise his 
country, to codify its laws and to ensure their enforcement. 
Peter II. was something more than a warrior, for he was an 
able reformer and administrator, and the revival of learn- 
ing in Montenegro was due to his efforts. He died in 1851 
at the early age of thirty-nine. Montenegro owes much of 
its present reputation for peaceful progress in the path of 
civilisation to his humanising influence and firm character. 


The Present Prince, Nicholas I., was well pre- 
pared by a Western education for the duties which lay 
before him. He speaks French, Italian, and German 
fl iently. Whenever he could escape from the dull round 
of his academic studies, he sought the fresh air and woods 
and mountains. His shooting is such that he surprises his 
countrymen. A fearless rider, he has traversed every 
Pass of the mountains on horseback. In him also the 
poet wulty is strong, for we have a volume of Serb 
poetry, and two tragedies, ** The Empress of the Balkans ” 
and ** Prince Arbanit.”

Inasmuch as no explosion o^curred, it is to be assumed that 
the W. 8. Flower was sunk by à blow from a mobile torpedo 
of the Whitehead or the Brennan type. It must be reeol- 
lected that these dirigible to oes are large things— from 
15 ft. to 20 ft. long and 18 in. or so in diameter, and, 
as they weigh about a .ton apiece, and travel at a 
speed of nearly forty miles an hour, they are quite 
capable of knocking a hole in the hull of any ordinary 
merchant-vessel, especially a wooden one, even with- 
out-the aid of explosives. The mate of the W. S. Flower 
gives nn account of how the accident occurred. There 
were five persons on board the keteh—Captain Bartlett, bis 
wife, and son, G. W. Brant (mate), and A. Sheppard 
(cook)—all belonging to Goole, According to the mate's 
story, they were proceeding down the river. with a fair 
breeze, and had reached a point off the Cliffe Fort, some 
four or five miles below Gravesend. When walking 
towards the forecastle, Brant glanced overboard, and saw 
in the water, a few yards from the ship, an object carrying 
u blue light, and approaching at a great rate.

The Pekin Duck. 


This variety has been introduced into England within 
the last quarter of a century, and although at one time it 
appeared as if it would take the place of all others, its 
novelty speedily wore off; but it still has many staunch 
admirers, and at most shows where catered for the classes 
are large. It isof Chineseorigin and very hardy, having in 
this respect done good service by giving needed stamina to 
some of the other species. It is probably the best layer of 
all ducks, and where eggs are chiefly sought for it can be 
recommended, as it will thrive almost anywhere, being a 
capital forager. As regards size, it is most deceptive, for 
the abundance of feather gives it the appearance of a

large duck, whereas it is much smaller than the Aylesbury 
or the Rouen. The flesh also does not compare well in 
flavour with these breeds, being rather dry. In shape it 
differs from other varieties, being totally devoid of keel, 
and in carriage it is almost upright, not unlike the penguin, 
for the legs are placed far back on the body. The head is 
short and thick, and the bill strong and stout. As regards 
colour, a pure white Pekin may be found, but the canary- 
colour is to be preferred.

Phosphate of lime five grains, sulphate of iron one grain, 
sulphate of quinine half-grain, strychnine one-sixteenth 
grain. This quantity any chemist will make into twelve 
pills for about sixpence. Dose, one pill each day, Supply 
the birds with plenty of variety in their diet when they 
recover, and let them run where they can get fresh air, but 
at the same time be well shaded from the sun.
